The Truth of the Affair by a 
Rellable Correspondent, 


DYERSBURG, DI ER Co, February 1, 1869, 
Editors Memphis Appeal : 

Allow me to give you a brief and I be- 
lieve a correct statement of affairs iv our 
town and county for the past week or 
two, including the killing of J. H. Evans, 
Jas. Evans and Giles Moody, on the 
night of the 29th ult. ‘ 

Ono Wednesday nfght, the 20:h ult., a 
horse and mule were stolen in Madison 
county, near Beli’s depot. The owners 
and some of their friends traced the 
stoien property into Dyer county, and on 
Sunday morning, the 24th ult., they 
found the stolen boree and mule, four or 
five miles east uf Dyersburg, in the river 
bottom, in the possession of two men, 
named Fox and Taylor, who admitted 


they had stolen them. 


The thieves were taken back at once to 
Madison county, and delivered up to the 
civil officers, from whom they were taken 
by unknown men and put to death. 


Before this latter event was known in. 


our county, a large number of our most 
respectabie and influential citizens, be- 
lieving that there was an organized band 
of horse thieves and counterfeiterg in our 
midst; and believing that the Evanses, 
with whom Fox and Taylor had been 
living, were one of the number, on last 
l'uesday, the 26th ult., arrested the two 
I’ vausesa, brought them to town and ‘e- 


them. On Wednesday, the 27th wit., 
Moody was arrested by the cit!z ons, 


and delivered to the sheriff. Oa Tt.urs-| 


day the three prisoners were brought be- 
fore a committing court, and remanded 
to jail until Friday morning, the 29:h 
ult., and the magfsirates a!s0 ordered the 
sheriff to summon a guard for the jail. 
Moody, when arrested gave information 
as to the whereabouts of a fine ‘horse and 
mare, which were stolen a month or so 
ago from twe of our citizans, which en- 
abled them at once togo and recover their 
property. 

Oa Friday thetwo Evanses wero put 
on trial before two of our magistrates, ie- 
fended by able counsel, and the examin- 
ation not being completed, they were at 
night remanded to jail, and the sheriff 
himself remained With the guard. About 
midnight the jail was suddenly and 
quietly surrounued by a body of armed 
and unknown men, numbering consider- 
ably overonehuadred. The guard were 
made prisoners before they could make 
any resistance, (in fact, resistance wouid 
have been maduess), disarmed and them- 
selves placed uader guard. 

The three prisoners were then taken 
from the jati by this force, and after 
examining them separately—they wiih 
the guard still as prisoners, were taken 
&@short distunce from the jail, and the 
two Evanses and Mocdy were shot t» 
death. This large body of unknown 
men—masked and in uniform, thea sep- 
arated and departed ia two or three dif- 
ferent directions, leaving their victims, 
cold in death, in the hands of the jail 
guard, 

Oo Saturday a large and respectable 

weetipg of our citizens was heid at the 
courthouse, and resolutions 
(which will be published) strongly dep- 
recating and enouncag the kKiiling, 
and resolving and picdgiag themselves 
to enforce the law against all offenders, 
and to sustain the civil officers. The 
killing is especially regretted by that 
poriion of our citizens who were active 
in having the deceased arrested and de- 
livered over to the civil officers. But 
they feel that they were conscientiously 
lischargiog their duty, and they are de- 
termined to carry it out; and on Satur- 
day evening writs were sworn out 
against the two notorious Duncavs— 
father and son—concerned in the killing 
of young Farkington last year io our 
town; and that night young Duncan 
was @fresied, js pow uuder guard 
awaiting aninvestigalion, 
Evans, one of the party killed, 
was @ son-in-law of Dunear, and 
they, and Fox and ‘Taylor, who were 
killed in Madison eounty, are all be- 
liaved to be part of an organized band of 
horse thieves and counterfeiters, which 
our citizens are determined, if possible, 
to break up. 

I have tnus hastily given you a state- 
menf of mattersin Dyer for a week or 
two past. They are of my own knowl- 
edge and reliable information, in the 
main correct. There is no political ques- 
tion mixed upin the matter. The cili- 
zens most prominent and active in mak- 
ing arrests, 88 well as the arrested par- 
ties, are ali, I believe, ex-rebels, and the 
Union men amovg us are highly pleased 
with the exhibiteg determination on the 
part of the citizens to put a stop to law-

The President Sustained by the 
United States Courts. 


The Knoxville Press and Herald of 
Tuesday, says: His Honor, Judge Trigg, 
delivered an oral opinion~ yesterday in 
the -Federal Court upon the motion to 
dismigs the prosecution in the case of the 
United States vs. Jobn H. Crezier, for 
treason. 

As stated in our previous report, the 
de‘endant, along with abont a thousand 
others of more or lc as prominence in the 
Rebellion, was indicted in the U.S. Cir- 
cuit Court at this place, some four or five 
years ago, for treason. He was arrested 
aud admiited to bail, though up to the 
present term of the Court he bad filed 
no plea of any sort tothe indictment, 
and, without pleading, moved the Court, 
through his counsel, to dismiss the pro- 
ceedings against him, under the general 
provisions of the Prociamation of the 
President, issued the 25th of December 
last. To this the District Attorney ob- 
jected, and a lengthy argument ensued, 
of which we have already made mention. 
His nonor held ; 

First—That the President has a right 
to grant pardons either to individual 
vffenders, tin cases of Lupeach- 
meat) by specia! exercise of the power, 


or to classes of offenders by a general ex-

Third—That the Courts of the Uaited 
States shouid take judicial cognizance of 
such proclamations for the pardon of a 
specified offense and stay proceedings for 
the pun 'shment of such offense, whether 
such proclamation be specially pieaded 
in bar of the prosecution or uot, and, 
therefore, 

Fourth.—That the President hed the 
Constitutional right to issue his procla- 
mation of the 25th of December last, 
aod thatthe defendant cannot be held 
further to answer au igdigtment for an 
offense for which the Court must know, 
from the indictment itself, he has been 
fully pardoned,
